The Rosenbergs 
Take the Stand 


On March’21, 1951, the. de- 
ense Opened its case. Two main 
witnesses for the defense were 
put upon the. stand — the de- 
fendants, themselves, Julius and 
Ethel Roesnberg. In accordance 
with the American-theory that 
the accused are innocent until 
proven guilty, the Rosenbergs 
were zinder no compulsion -to 
take the stand in their own de- 
fense. ' 

There had been only declarz 
tions that they were guilty. 

But there hadn't been a single 
scrap of proof. 

By all normal standards, the 
case should have been thrown 
out of court as soon as the gov- 
ernment rested. 

Furthermore, repeated refer- 
ences in testimony to the de- 
fendants elleqed Communist 
views and affiliations had creat- 
ed a hopeless sitnation for them, 
without the slightest possibility 
remaining that they could get 
fair ard unbiased consideration 
from the jury. . 

But Judge Kaufman's denial 
of the defense’s requests to de- 
clare a m'striel — or at least to 
strike ot all the- prejudicial 
remarks abont Communism 
which had nething to do with 
the indictment — immediatelv 
made it clear that normal stand- 
ards were no. longer onerating 
in a case of this character.
